Claims 1-10 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
display device fitted to a watch movement having a final gear train for driving a means 
for displaying the time and an energy source driving the final gear train, and a display 
disk for an additional function, and a second energy source mechanically connected to 
a display gearing carrying the display disk, and operating means to cause the display 
gearing to be driven by the second energy source when the display has to be changed. 
Specifically, the prior art lacks a second energy source mechanically connected to a 
display gearing of a display disk for an additional function, in combination with an 
energy source driving a final gear train for displaying time.
